Ile 
was no ordinary boy. 
And his was no ordinary life, 
His name was Mai tin Mau­ 
rice Kresge. 
To the hundreds 
of people who knew- him, bls 
name was Marty, 
Physically, he had become a 
frail skeleton of the boy he 
might have been. 
In all other 
respects, in courage and gen­ 
tleness. in ability to love and 
be loved and in his quirk, hon­ 
est mind, he was a man, 
M arty w as a % let im of

polio.

A m erica. N ear­ 
ly all of them w ere hit bv 
polio In those long, peri­ 
lous years before the Halk 
vaccine made It possible to

M arty was the son of Maur­ 
ice E and Ethel MrCully E rrs- 
ge 
He was one of four chil­ 
dren. 


Until October 30, IHM. M ar­ 
ty led a perfectly normal life. 
With the rest of the children 
in 
Polk Township School at. 
Kresgevllle, he was interested 
in games, 
in 
his 
studies, in 
tro pic, 
He had an alert mind. 
At one time, Marty wanted 
to become a cowboy. 
The Idea 
of riding captured his im agina­ 
tion, Just as it has the mil­ 
lions of boys who have grown 
up before him. 
Hut October, 1934, killed that 
dream forever for M arty. 
The boy became ill. 
He was 
examined by a physician. 
Aft­ 
er tests were made 
the Ill­ 
ness was identified as polio. 
Thus 
began 
the 
long, 
tortuous trip through life 
for Martin Kresge. 
Most 
of the time, M arty’* b at­ 
tleground 
was 
his 
own 
tsody. 
His world w as co n ­ 
stricted and drawn in upon 
itself. 
For a full year. M arty was 
confined to an iron 
lung in 
Bethlehem's St, Luke's Hospi­ 
tal. 
Then he was taken home. 
Doctors held out a slender 


vision of 
hope 
for Maurice 
and Kihei Kresge and for the 
boy. 
His recovery seemed, at 
times, to be remarkably good. 
B ark at his family's farm 
home 
in 
Hilbert, 
M arty 
was still confined to his 
bed. 
But 
gradually 
t h e 
word began 
to open up, 
again. 
Lying in the bcd he listened 
for hours on end as his mother 
patiently 
read 
the words in 
books. 
They were words that, 
painted the whole vast area 
of the earth. 
Often they were 
stories filled with adventure. 
Many of them were of horses 
and the men who sat on them 
like kings in the desolate cen­ 
ters of prairies and the high 
mountains. 
Marty never lost his view of 
the mountain, He was a quiet, 
determined 
boy who seemed 
never 
to 
have 
learned 
the 
meaning of despair. 
Because he could not use his 
hands or arms, 
he 
learned, 
painfully, 
to 
draw 
pictures 
with his toes. 
A special board 
was constructed for the foot 


of his bed. 
Marty mastered the use of 
crayons and pencils beautiful­ 
ly, 
Much 
of 
the 
time the 
"subjects" 
of 
his 
drawings 
were an old love —horses. 
His 
room 
at 
home 
was 
equally inhabited by his favo­ 
rite animals. The drapes hang­ 
ing on the windows were dec­ 
orated wi*h high-spirited po­ 
nies and broncs. 
His stay at home was brok­ 
en. 
First, a recurrent serious­ 
ness in his condition forced his 
return to St, Luke's 
But he 
came back again to the room 
and to the fight for recovery. 
Marty had the dtermination 
to keep up with his studies as 
much as possible, too. Because 
he could not hope to go hack 
to a classroom, a tutor was 
brought in She was Mrs. John 
Robinholt, wife of the Gilbert 
Lutheran minister. 
Under Mrs. Robinholt’s guid­ 
ance. Marty completed require­ 
ments for the sixth grade 
“Marty had been away from 
school two year* when I first 
came to hinj." Mrs, Robinholt 
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says. “But he went right back 
to .studying as if he'd never 
been away." 
His tutor describes her rela­ 
tionship with Marty In these 
words: 


"H e was a 
rem arkable 
boy, W hile he wa* study­ 
ing he wa* alw ay* am bi­ 
tious, 
alw av s 
trying 
so 
bani to go ahead. A ctually 
som etim e* he tried to go 
faster than he was able to. 
Som etim es 
he'd 
begin

“He wouldn't tell me he was 
feeling bad until the very last 
minute. He didn't want me to 
think that he didn t want to 
study. 
Marty was always cheerful. 
When I'd come in, he would 
kid around and Joke with me, 
It was miraculous the w ty the 
boy reacted to his own illness 
and the way he behaved wdth 
other people. 
I never heard 
him really complain in all the 
time I was teaching him." 
Mrs. Robinholt visited Marty 
one hour daily, five days each 


week for instruction In hi* les­ 
sons. M arty * quick, easy mind 
kept him ahead of th# gam e. 
“We 
w'cnf 
through 
all 
th# 
hooks he wa* required to finish 
in 
the 
full 
year before 
the 
year's 
period 
was up,” 
Mr*. 
Robinholt says. 
"He was crazy about horse*. 
of course," she continued. “And 
vvc all tried to fell him stories 
or rend to him about them. 
I 
went to the library and check­ 
ed out books 
westerns. I'd 
rend him a "continued" story 
day after day." 
“And 
he 
learned to 
w rite 
with his feet. ton. He was good 
at It, 
When he went to the 
Goldwater Hospital in Long Is­ 
land, he wrote me a letter,” 
the tutor said. 
“And It w*a* 
one 
of 
the 
most 
wonderful 
things I’ve rver received from 
anyone.” 
Life was not always confined 
to the four walls of his room 
dur.ng the last year of M arty’* 
time on earth. 
He had m any 
friend* 
And 
they 
stayed 
friends during all the m onth*

Progress 
Slate On 
Peace Talhs 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 cf) — 
Ambassador Llewllyn Thompson 
came home from Moscow today 
to report on his efforts to arrange 
talks between the United States 
and Russia. He said he does not 
seem to have made any progress 
so far. 
Thompson will report to Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State Dulles. 
His return coincided with arri­ 
val of evidence that Russia not 
only is standing firm on all its 
oft-rejected propasals for East - 
West negotiations but may in fact 
be hardening its position and rais­ 
ing its terms. 
Communist party boss Nikita 
Khrushchev 
said 
Russia 
would 
discuss Eisenhower s recent pro­ 
posal to Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
for a ban on outer space weap­ 
ons and warfare only if the West­ 
ern Powers agreed to all of Rus­ 
sia's 
major 
disarmament 
de­ 
mands. 
These include dismantling U.S. 
military bases abroad, the reduc­ 
tion of foreign forces in Germany 
and other European countries, an 
immediate ban on nuclear weap­ 
ons as well as the testing of such 
weapons and the creation of an 
atom - free zone in Central Eu­ 
rope.

The reason: There are al­ 
ready too many differences of opinion 
on the proper way to defend against 
missiles and aircraft, and the Yahraes 
article would only add fuel to the argu­ 
ments. 
Now, the study was made for the 


Army, and maybe the Army has a 
right to say what ought and ought not 
he done about the material that be­ 
longs to the Army. 


On the other hand, the Army, pre­ 
sumably. 
belongs to the taxpayers 
And what it’s doing, or isn’t doing, is 
the business of the taxpayers. The ar­ 
ticle could hardly add more fuel to the 
arguments than the Army’s General 
Gavin added by retiring. 


But even if it did, it might he help­ 
ful just for that reason. We don’t say 
Mr. Yahraes* opinion would he the 
answer to all the arguments, hut we do 
say .suppressing disagreeable opinions 
is not the way to find the right answer.
